eign Secretary Ernest Bevin, Brit- 
ain’s treaty negotiator and part- 
time United Nations spokesman, 
is optimistic over the chances for 
“friendship and co-operation be- 
tween great powers,” which he 
terms “the surest basis on which 
to build peace.” 

“I believe we have entered the 
first stage of establishing concord 
and harmony bettveen great pow- 
ers,” he told the people ina radio 
speech last night, adding later: 
“Friendship and co-operation be- 
tween great powers is the surest 
basis on which to build peace for 
all time.” He warned, however, 
that peacemaking would take sev- 
eral years. 

The 65-year-old Labor Govern- 
ment dipiomat ir his 20-minute 
address over the British Broad- 
casting Corp. reported on the Big 
Four Foreign Ministers’ treaty- 
making and the United Nations 
General Assembly session in New 
York, from which he returned last 
Thursday, and laid down his aims 
for the Foreign Ministers’ next 
meeting in Moscow March 10. 

Bevin declared that “the war left 
two great powers preponderant— 
the United States of America and 
Soviet Russia.” with Great Britain 
lying “midway in geography and 
way of life.” 

Views on U. S., Russia. 

He said the United States “has 
shown a willingness to play her 
part to the full” in peace ma- 
chinery and expressed belief tha 
the Soviet Union. “ 4 
at New York “tha was a 
great desire for complete under- 
standing, and that there is 
throughout the world a readiness 
to co-operate with her and see her 
develop in her own way, with the 
recognition that others equally 
have a right to their own way of 
life.” 

In outlining Britain's policy, he 
answered critics within his own 
party who, during his absence, 
pushed the Government to 4 
foreign-policy, confidence vote, 
which it won. 

To the criticism that that policy 
was too close to that of United 
States and that British relations 
with Russia were not close 
enough, he said that Britain had 
“a mind and purpose” of her own, 
did not “tie herself to anybody” | 
except through the U.N. Charter. 
and held out “the hand of friend- 
ship and co-operation to all.” 

“Great Pritain,” he said, “brings 
her mind to bear on every prob- 
Jem on its merits.”

The pair, who have another son, 
Johnny, about 15 months old, were 
married in England on Jan. 1, 
1945. While Henn was a sergeant 
with the Eighty-fourth Division 
Mrs. Henn, the former Dorothy 
Geast, was serving in the ATS, 
British equivalent of the Ameri- 
can Wacs. pia aie 

The babies were not weighed, 
but Dr. William H. Sawyers, who 
with Dr. Walter Bénavent as- 
sisted at the delivery, estimated 
they were about half normal size, 
or about four pounds apiece. 

Henn, 28, a bookbinder, was re- 
ferring to his housing problem. At 
present, he and his wife and their 
15-month-old son are living with 
his parents, three of his brothers 
and a sister. ; 

This afternoon Henn told re- 
porters he and his wife had de- 
cided to name the girl Joan Mary. 
The boys, he said, will have to 
wait for names, 

Before X-rays indicated the mul- 
tiple births the pair had pur- 
chased furniture for three rooms 
“to set up our own house.” 

Mrs. Henn recently recalled it 
was she who wrote the discharge 
papers from the ATS for Norah 
Carpenter, the British girl who 
later gave birth in England to 
quadruplets of whom Sgt. William 
H, Thompson of Pittsburgh said 
he was the father.

PARIS, Dec. 23 (AP) — French 
troops attacked Viet-Nam posi- 
tions in the city hall and post- 


office and the Indochinese quar- 
ter of Hanoi today in the growing 
battle for control ef the battered 
capital of the Viet-Nam republic, 
the French press agency said. 

French authorities were quoted 
as saying 29 French civilians, in- 
cluding 11 women, had been killed 
in the fighting and their bodies 
mutilated. 

The French onslaught was 
opened with bombardment _by 
planes and field guns of am Aged 
troops in strongly fortified bar- 
racks which formerly housed Indo- 
chinese guards, the news agency 
said. 

Viet-Nam batteries were report- 
ed shelling the French-held Citadel 
with old 75-millimeter guns which 
Japanese forces took previously 
fiom the French. 

French armored units and in- 
fantry battled for possession of 
the Rue Cotten, main thorough- 
fare of the Indochinese district to 
the north of the capital. Other 
French troops were reported ad- 
vancing down the Boulevard Gam- 
betta, south of the downtown dis- 
rict, 

French engineers struggled to 
repair the damaged power plant 
and, restore: electrical service. The 
city also was described as without 
water. 

State of Siege Proclaimed. 

The French news agency an- 
nounced the proclamation of a 
state of siege in Tonkin and north- 
ern Annam., * 

French official circles, the agen- 
cy said, announced that the bodies 
of some. Japanese were among 
the guards kifled defending the 
Hanoi residence of the Viet-Nam 
president, Ho Chi Minh, when it 
was stormed by French troops 
Dec. 1 

French police arrested numer- 
ous natives, whom they described 
as “Viet-Nam personages,” on 
charges of having participated in 
the Tran Trong Kim Government 
set up by the Japanese in 1945, 

The French military operations 
followed by a few hours the return 
from Paris of the French high 
commissioner, Adm, Georges 
Thierry d’Argenlieu. 

A decree was published by the 
French setting up a civil guard— 
presumably a body in which 
French civilians would be depu- 
tized to act with military and 
police powers, 

Another decree ousted the Indo- 
chinese mayor of Hanoi and in- 
stalled a French administrator in 
his place. 

French dispatches from Hanoi 
said security forces had orders to 
distinguish between the mass of 
the population and “Viet-Nam 
militants who seem to them sus- 
pect.”

Geele Jr. of Sheboygan, Wis., and 
R. E. O'Connell, Chicago detec- 
tive, who have been operating the 
hotel since 1934. 

The three were each indicted on 
one felony count of involuntary 
manslaughter. The indictments 
said that the three men “wilfully 
and wantonly engaged” in the op- 
eration of a hotel which had no 
outside fire escapes, “well know- 
ing that the probable’ conse- 


quences might endanger the lives

53 will be good for five pounds 
of sugar beginning Jan. 1 and add- 
ed an additional ration may be- 
come available within four months. 

“It is anticipated,” the agency 
said, “that the second consumer 
stamp for 1947 will be validated 
before spare stamp 53 expires” 
April 30, 

OPA pointed to Agriculture De- 
partment estimates that the new 
sugar crop may be sufficiently 
large to allow an additiOnal five 
pounds of sugar a person in 1947, 
This would make a total of 20 
pounds on regular ration stamps. 

Three regular stamps were vali- 
dated during 1946 allowing a to- 
tal of 15 pounds per person, in ad- 
dition to two home canning stamps 
good for five pounds each. 

As for the canning sugar out- 
look for next year, an OPA oOffi- 
cial declared that “if the supply 
situation turns out as good as ex- 
pected, there will be at least 10 
pounds per person and possibly 
more.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 23 (UP) 
Charles E. Wilson, president of 
the General Electric Co., assertin;

Delayed)—(AP)--A United States 
Navy ship pulled out of the port 
of Dairen this afternoon after re- 
ceiving a verbal ultimatum from 
Russian military officials to the 


efect that “unless you leave with- 
in 20 minutes we will not be re- 
sponsible for the consequences.” 

Previously, the Russian military 
commander in charge of the city 
had refused to permit an Ameri- 
can business man with full clear- 
ance from United States authori- 
ties to debark. Also denied per- 
mission to land were two Ameri- 
can newspaper men, representing 
the combined world press. The 
ship involved was the LC-3 1090, 
a landing craft. 

Russian troops have occupied 
Dairen since the Japanese surren- 
der. Although the Chinese-Rus- 
Sian treaty of 1945 called for its 
designation as a free port under 
Chinese administration, Soviet 
forces still are in control of the 
city. 

(In Washington, the State De- 
partment said it had received no 
report of the “verbal ultimatum” 
and would have no immediate 
comment.) | 

(The Navy department reported 
that a navy vessel identified as 
LCIL 1090 (landing craft, infantry, 
large) left Dairen Dec. 21 (Dec. 
20, United States time) on a re- 


turn trip to the United States base, 
at Tsingtao. 


There was no other 
immediate coment from the de- 
partment.) 

The LC-3 1090 was on a second 
routine courier mission to Dairen 
carrying diplomatic mail and sup-| 
plies to the United States con- 
sulate there.

The United States Chamber of 
Commerce disclosed plans today 
to marshal its 2000 member ore 
ganizations behind a drive in Cons 
gress to relieve employers from 
possible “portal-to-portal” pay liae 
bilities dating back to 1938. 

Spurred by the snowballing 
claims of workers in mass produc< 
tion industries for pay—at twice 
normal overtime rates—for travel 
and other non-production time not 
hitherto paid for, the Chamber 
will submit a referendum Friday 
to its entire membership. 

These members in turn will poll 
some 30,000 companies on a series 
of proposed amendments to the 
Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938, 
popularly known as the wage-hour 
law. 

It is this act which makes thd 
back-pay suits possible. It estab- 
lished a 44-hour week for the first 
year, a 42-hour week for the sec-~ 
ond year, then a 40-hour week 
after 1940 for employes engaged 
in producing goods for interstatg 
commerce.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court threw out 
convictions of two Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses for violating the draft law 
today in d€cisions of far-reaching 
importance to other conscientious 
objectors, 

The court held the men were 
denied proper trials by lower 
courts which refused to hear evi- 
dence on contentions that draft

TRUMAN’S TRAINING PLAN 
CALLED PERIL TO MORALE 


Senator Johnson of Colorado Says It Would 
Delegate Spiritual, Moral Upbringing of 
Youths to ‘Brass Hats.’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP)— 
Senator Edwin C. Johnson (Dem.), 
Colorado, today termed universal 
military training a “proposal to 
delegate the spiritual and moral 
training of American youths to 
the ‘brass hats.’ ” 

In a letter to Dr. Karl T. Comp- 
ton, Chairman of President Tru- 
man's newly created Advisory 
Commission on Universal Train- 
ing, Johnson, a member of the 
Senate Military Committee, said: 

“Such an un-American innova- 
tion would substitute sex training 
and guzzling for spiritual train- 
ing, and moral stagnation for the 
development of a healthy, whole- 
some, sejf-reliant and energetic 
morale.” 

Johnson told Compton that Con- 
gress “is almost — divided 
on the advisability of military con- 
scription,” adding that the com- 
mission's report “might tip the 
scales.” 

Truman, addressing the first 
meeting of the Compton group last 
week, stressed that “the military 
phase is incidental” to what he 
has in mind. - 

“T want that word ‘military’ left 
out,” Truman asserted. 

Johnson, however, addressing 
his letter to Compton as “Chair- 
man, Civilian Advisory Comm 
sion on Universal Military Train- 
ing,” wrote: 

“Out of one side of our mouths 
we talk of world disarmament, 
and out of the other we start a 
world armament race! Russia is 
not going to be deceived by our 
juvenile strategy in dropping the 
term ‘military’ from ‘universal 
training.’ Latin America will no- 
tice that we have substituted shot- 
gun diplomacy for our vaunted 
good-neighbor policy.” 

Johnson took issue with the 
President on another score. Tru- 
man told the commission he wants

it to draft a plan to prevent this 
country from going the way of 
Rome and ofher great nations 
which became “prosperous and fat 


and lazy.” 
“The United States is the world’s 


foremost nation in so many fields, 
including the military,” he wrote 
Compton, “because of the whole- 
some contribution to right living 
by her public and private schools 
and colleges, her churches and 
her Sunday schools, her amateur 
and professional sports, her lunch- 
eon clubs and fraternities, and, 
above all, the splendid influence 
of the average American home. 

“These institutions are going 
and growing concerns, and while 
they survive, talk of this republic’s 
decline is vicious nonsense. Fat 
and lazy people do not support 
schools and churches and . these 
related activities.” 

Johnson said he insists on what- 
ever national defense is necessary 
“for our full and complete protec- 
tion,” but added: “In this age 
goose-stepping and the manual of 
arms are pure poppycock which 
add nothing to our national de- 
fense.” 

“Our first line of military de- 
fense,” he said “should be an in- 
telligence corps; next we should 
have an industry which is. easily 
convertible to war production; 
then a first class scientific re- 
search department, and last, well- 
trained technicians... . 

‘One chemist or one physicist is 
more valuable to our defenses 
than are 10,000 foot soldiers.” 

Johnson praised Truman's step 
in calling for advice on the issue, 
telling Compton that “the gravest 
dangers to this republic are that 
it may become militaristic or that 
a military hierarchy may be cre- 
ated here.” 

“Such a proposal on Christmas 
eve seems especially unfortunate,” 
he concluded.

SUPREME COURT 
AGREES TO HEAR 
NEW LEWIS PLE 


Accepts Appeal on *Pre- 
liminary Injunction, 
Consolidates It With 
Other Issues. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court today grant- 
ed John L. Lewis and the United 


Mine Workers a hearing on a new 
appeal questioning the validity of 
the preliminary injunction issued 
against them in the recent soft- 
coal strike. v 

The effect is to broaden the is- 
sues of law before the court in 
Lewis’s appeal from the $10,000 
fine imposed on him and the 
$3,500,000 fine on the union for 
contempt of court. 

In earlier petitions, Lewis and 
the union challenged the validity 
of temporary restraining orders 
issued in the same case by United 
States District Judge T. Alan 
Goldsborough here. 

The Supreme Court, in accept- 
ing the latest appeal], consolidated 
it with the appeals granted earlier. 
Argument on all of the issues will 
be heard Jan. 14. 

It was for violation of the re- 
straining orders that the mine 
leader and the union were held in 
contempt. The orders directed 
them to keep the ioines going 
pending a judicial ruling on the 
legal issues involved. The pre- 
liminary injunction replaced the 
restraining order. 


JEWELS FOUND IN SHACK 
MAY INCLUDE WINDSOR GEMS 


LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP) — The 
Daily Mail said today that some 
of the Duchess of Windsor’s 
stolen jewels may be among 
gems “worth a fortune” that will 
be laid out for identification to- 
morrow at police headquarters in 
Addershot, 35 miles from London. 

The paper said the jewels, be- 
lieved to represent parts of hauls 
in nearly 20 burglaries in the last 
few months, were found in a lonfe- 
ly shack in the middle of Hamp- 
shire field. 

Top Scotland Yard detectives 
who investigated the $80,000 Wind- 
sor robbery, have been called in 
on the case and it is “probable” 
that a representative of the 
Duke’s solicitors will be among 
those invited to go through the 
inventory tomorrow, the Mail said. 


TUMORS STILL AFFECTING 
SOME HIROSHIMA VICTIMS 


TOKYO, Dec. 23 (AP) — More 
than 16 months after Hiroshima 
was atom bombed, victims of kel- 
oid (dense, fibrous skin tumors) 
are the greatest medical problem, 
says Dr, Masav Tsuzuki of Tokyo 
Imperial University—but they are 
improving. 

Tsuzuki said keloids appeared 
almost immediately after the atom 
bomb struck Hiroshima on Aug. 6, 
1945, and had reached “their worst 
stage” by March and April, 1946. 
Since October 1946, sufferers have 
improved.

ON HOME BUILDING 
ARE. ANNOUNGED 


New Regulations Effec- 
tive Tomorrow — 1500- 
Square Foot Limit on 
Floor Space.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 23 (AP)— 
Housing regulations which become 
effective tomorrow for construc- 
tion of new homes were announced 


today. These include a 1500-squastte 
foot limit on floor area which will 
permit construction of a standard, 
three-bedroom home, and a pro- 
hibition against equipping of more 
than one bathroom, 

The regulations take effect si- 
multaneously with an end of the 
priorities system under the veter- 
Ans’ emergency housing program. 

Although outstanding priorities 
will be honored, builders’ using 
them will be held to previous re- 
strictions, including a $10,000 cost 
ceiling, an $80 rental limit and 
the meeting of standards and in- 
spection requirements of the old 
system, 

Most of these limitations will be 
junked for those who obtain fed- 
eral permits beginning tomorrow, 
although maximum rentals will 
continue to be fixed by FHA on 
houses or apartments built for 
rent, The $80 rental ceiling will 
be adhered to only as an average 
rental for a project, plus service 
charges upto $3 per room. 

Applications may be made by 
either a veteran of a non-veteran 
who wishes to build a house for 
his own occupancy, or a builder 
who wishes to build dwellings to 
which veterans will be given pref- 
erence in purchase or renting. 

A veteran is eligible to make 
alterations: or repairs on a dwell- 
ing up to $10,000. Alterations and 
repairs of less than $400 may be 
made without a permit. 

These additional restrictions will 
be imposed: 

The dwellings must be suitable 
and intended for year-round occu- 
pancy. 

Builders of dwellings for sale to 
veterans are required to hold them 
for veterans for 60 days after com- 
pletion; rental properties must be 
held for 30 days for veterans’ pref- 
erence. — 

Permits may be obtained to add 
rooms to house additional veterans 
or members of the applicant's fam- 
ily, but the estimated construction 
cost may not exceed $1500 per 
person. 


AUTO TIRE OUTPUT NOW HIGHER 
THAN IN YEAR BEFORE WAR 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23 (AP) — 
Tire makers produced in the first 
10 months this year 53,987,452 pas- 
senger casings, or more than were 
manufactured in any year in the 
last decade, the Rubber Manufac- 
turers’ Association reported yes- 
terday, Previous annual high was 
5,965,000 in 1940. 

The 10-month 1946 output for 
other types was: 12,929,111 truck 
and bus tires, and 61,747,845 inner 
tubes in both passenger and truck 
sizes. 

October production set a new 
monthly record for passenger car 
tire output at 6,666,470 units. Ship- 
ments in. the month were 5,474,- 
354 to motorists for replacement, 
1,393,954 to motor vehicle manu- 
facturers as original equipment, 
and 48,992 to export. The report 
covers only automotive pneumatic 
casings. It excludes motorcycle 
and bicycle tires, solid 
tires, and pneumatic tires for avi- 
ation, agricultural and industrial 
equipment.

In Japanese 


Earthquake Area 


Sees Countless Funeral Processions and 
Ruined Villages in Trip Along 
Honshu Coast.

WAKAYAMA, Japan Dec. 23 
(UP)—Processions lined the coas- 
tal roads of Wakayama prefecture 


at intervals yesterday as bereaved 
Japanese in mourning kimonos be- 
gan the task of laying to rest rela- 
tives killed Saturday in the earth- 
quake and tidal ive, 

I have just returned to Waka- 
yama, capital of Wakayama pre- 
fecture, after spending the day 
riding through ruined villages 
along the coastal road. 

I saw devastation in Kainan, 
Yuasa and Gobo and countless 
other communities on my way to 
Tanabe. It was impossible to 
travel past Tanabe down this pe- 
ninsula on southern Honshu, and 
for that reason there have been 
no complete figures on casualties 
on the tip of the peninsula. 

Big Boat Atop Wrecked House, 
There were many signs of dev- 
astation in this area. A large fish- 
ing boat was resting on top of the 
wreckage of a house at Kainan., 
There are heavy deposits of mud.- 
dy silt inside many houses which 
are still standing. The rooftops 
of other buildings are scattered 
over'‘the fields, 

From Wakayama down the pen- 
insula to Gobo bridges have been 


‘twisted from their pilings. 


While some families worked at 
repairing the damage to their 
homes or clearing debris from the 
streets, others march in solemn 
lines led by priests and flower 
bearers. Coffins were carried on 
hastily constructed, crude plat- 
forms, 

Some bodies of the disaster vic- 
tims have been cremated and their 
ashes were being carried in urns 
to Buddhist temples. 

Residents of Kainan, who es- 
caped the bombing raids of the 
war, said that cheir city now ap- 
preciates the suffering of Waka- 
yame, which was one of the tar- 
gets of the American B-29 
bombers, 

Because of the terrain, some 

of the villages in the center of 
the area of destruction escaped 
the force of the tidal waves. Help- 
ers from these communities are 
aiding their less fortunate neigh- 
bors. 
Two Out of 80 Houses Remain. 
Travelers coming up from Shin. 
sho, 80 miles below Wakayama on 
this peninsula at the southern end 
of Honshu, said only two houses 
were left of the 80 bulldings in 
the village. 

They said lumber and building 
matsrials from the town’s seven 
saw mills was lost or scattered 
over a wide inland area, 

A 225-ton vessel under construc- 
tion was left abandoned on its 
side by the force of the waves, 
and nearly all its superstructure 
was torn away.

Refugees Tell of Terror. 

A group of tired, bewildered 
refugees from Shikoku island ar- 
rived yesterday by boat and told 
terrifying tales of battling for 
their lives against a wall of water 
which came rushing in from the 
Pacific Saturday morning. 

Many barely escaped as they 
saw friends and relatives caught 
in the torrent and carried to their 
deaths.

TOLL SET AT 1026; 


ALL YANKS SAFE 


1035 Injured, 145 Missing, 
100,000 Homeless — 
Food and Fresh Water 
Dropped to G.I.s. 


TOKYO, Dec. 23 (AP)—A new 
official toll of 2206 dead, missing 
and injured in Saturday's devas 
tating earthquake and tidal waves 
was reported today by the Japa- 
nese Home Ministry as relief 
crews reached previously isolated 
areas of Shikoku island and Wa- 
kayama peninsula. 

The Home Ministry listed 1026 
as dead, 145 as missing and 1035 
injured, and reported that more 
than 100,000 persons were made 
homeless in one of the world’s 
worst natural disasters. 

Kyodo news agency reported its 
count of the dead as 1125. A bit- 
ter cold wind blowing acroes Ja- 
pan from the Manchurian plains 
added to the discomfort of the 
homeless, 

Lt. Gen. Robert L. Eichelberger, 
commander of the United States 
Kighth Army, announced mean- 
while that no American personnel 
had been killed or injured. Fewer 
than 100 Yanks in the Wakavama 
peninsula area—center of the 
quake zone—will not be evacuated 
immediately, Army Headquarters 
said, because thev are in no dan- 
ger and “have a iob to do there.” 

Food and fresh water was 
dropped by air to the American 
garrisons. 

American Army pilots who flew 
over Shikoku said the Kochi area 
appeared to be the worst dam- 
aged and that it was consider- 
ably harder hit than Wakayama 
peninsula of secuthern Honshu. 
Kochi is the name for a coastal 
town and a prefecture. $

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MOSLEY TELLS BRITISH RALLY 
FASCISM ‘IS STIRRING AGAIN’ 


LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP) — Sir 
Oswald Mosley, prewar leader of 
the British Union of Fascists, told 
a rally last night that fascism “is 
stirring again in England and in 
the world.” 

More than 100 of his supporters, 
including persons detained during 
the war for fascist beliefs and a 
sprinkling of uniformed soldiers, 
applauded Mosley at a “welcome 
home” Christmas party in an East 
End hotel. It was Mosley’s first 
trip into London's big working 
class district since his release 
from wartime internment.

He said that, if the present | 
trade agreements program is car- | 
ried out, southern farmers will | 
see their goods “rotting on the 
land” while railroads will be car- 
rving “trainload after trainload of 
identical vegetables—the product 
of foreign labor farms and gar- | 
dens.” 


Files Arguments. 

He disclosed that on behalf of 
13 southern secretaries he had 
illed arguments opposing “any re- 
duction whatsoever” in the pre- 
vailing tariff rates on 1350 items. 

Hanson said the secretaries 
were opposed to enactment of re- | 
ciprocal trade acreements at this 
time, “not because they did not) 
believe in the trade program but 
that they wanted to see reciprocal 
trade arreements enacted that 
were truly ‘reciprocal.’” 

“Let us not swap our automo- 
biles and tractors with any for- 
eign nations who can only make 
pavment for the same with agri- 
cultural products of which we 
have an excess in,the country at 
the present time,” he said.

He said that the Government

Hanson said that the national 
economy depends on the purchas- 
ing power of its workers—agricul- 
tural help included. 

“You can’t destroy the purchas- 
ing power of the people, maintain 
a high national income... cut 
the national debt, slash the cur- 
rent rate of income taxes and at 
the same time balance the federal 
budget,” he added. 

He said that the farms of the 
South are a potential reservoir of 
demand for American industrial 
goods. 

A proposal by Senator Butler

A bill providing $2,197,510 in 
supplementary appropriations for 
operation of city departments was 
passed by the Board of Aldermen 
today. The vote was 28 to 0. 

The measure was reported out 
by the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee after a meeting at which 
Budget Director E, G. Schubkegel, 
Hospital Commissioner F. M. Gro- 
gan and Park Commissioner 
Palmer B. Baumes testified re- 
garding possible economies. 

Schubkegel presented records 
contrasting the $20,829,685 general 
appropriation and staff of 9926 
workers for 1941-42 with the $29. 
729,610 appropriation and staff of 
10,826 for 1946-47. In this connec- 
tion, he said the theory that civil 
service would save the city money 
by providing more efficient ‘work- 
ers and thereby reducing the num- 
ber of employes needed “obviously 
is a fallacy.” 

Alderman Charles Kratovil, 
committee chairman, said the 
committee previously had held up 
action on the bill to® investigate 
possible economies, and had con- 
cluded the only way savings could 
be effected would be through cur- 
tailment of services. 

The aldermen also passed by 
unanimous vote a_ bill providing 
10 employes for a clerk’s office 
to serve the new magistrates’ 
courts. In doing so, it rejected 
a recommendation by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, 
which had urged that the clerical 
employes be limited to four, 

Annual salaries of four em- 
ployes would total $11,000, as com- 
pared to $25,000 for 10 workers. 

The city charter provides that 
all measures expending municipal 
funds must have approval of the 
Board of Estimate. The City 
Counselor’s office has advised 
that it would be illegal to over- 
ride the board’s recommendation, 
but the aldermen’s action was 
based on a contrary opinion the 
magistrates have received from 
private counsel. 

There was no discussion of the 
two measures when they came up 
for a vote under suspension of the 
rules. After passing the bills, the 
aldermanic board adjourned until 
Jan. 10,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP)- 
Retail food prices In mid-Novem- 
‘ber reached the highest point on 
record, 1.55 per cent above the 


peak hit in June 1920 after World 
| War I, the Bureau of Labor Sta 
tistics reported today. 

An advance of 4.3 per cent be- 
tween mid-October and mid-No- 
vember boosted the agency's re- 
tail food price index to 187.7 per 
cent of the 1935-39 average—35 
per cent higher than a year ago. 

On the average, the bureau 
said, food prices in November 
were twice as high as in August 
1939. The index had risen stead- 
ily for nine months, gaining 29 
per cent since mid-June. 

The report was based on a sur- 
vey of 56 large cities. The bureau 
said a preliminary check on 12 
major cities indicated that food 
prices would decline slightly this 
month. 

Sharpest rises in the month 
ending Nov. 15 were reported for 
fats and oils, meats except poul- 
try, and fruits and vegetables. 
Prices of fats and oils as a group 
advanced 65 per cent between Oct. 
15 and Nov. 15, as price controls 
were lifted and scarcities contin- 
ued, Lard jumped more than 100 
per cent. In mid-November, lard 
cost about 53 cents per pound on 
the average as compared with 19 
cents in June and 10 cents in Au- 
gust 1939, the bureau reported. 

Meat prices on Nov. 15, exclud- 
ing poultry and fish, were 9 per 
cent above those of mid-August, 
prior to the restoration of price 
controls. Pork prices rose more 
than 13 per cent over mid-August 
and consumers paid about 20 per 
cent more—or an average of 76 
cents per pound—for sliced bacon. 
As supplies of meat rose in the 
month ending Nov. 15, poultry 
prices dropped 16 per cent, a 
greater-than-seasonal decline. 

The food price increases from 
mid-October to mid-November in 
the 56 cities surveyed ranged from 
0.7 per cent in Peoria, Ill., and 1 per 
cent in New York to more than 
12 per cent in Denver and Knox- 
ville. Compared with a year ago, 
the greatest food price advances 
occurred in Southern cities—Birm- 
ingham and Knoxville more than 
41 per cent and Winston-Salem 
nearly 41 per cent. The smallest 
increases occurred in Newark, 26.5 
per cent; Buffalo, 28 per cent, 
and Portland, Ore., 29 per cent.

“have usually had < long history 
of harmonious employer-employe 
relations,” the National Industrial 
Conference Board said yesterday 
in a survey of annual wage pro- 
grams. The board studied 61 plans 
and found 32 had been discontin- 
ued, most of them after lesg than 
five years trial, while two were 
still in effect after 20 years of 
operation. 

Success of the annual wage plan, 
the survey said, depends largely 
on confidence and co-operation be- 
tween employer and employe, es- 
pecially during depressions when 
‘it may be necessary to restrict 
the plan’s provisions to keep it 
operating.” The board reported 
basic economic factors underlying 
successful plans included: 

The company must be in a pros- 
perous condition. 

Labor costs must not be too 
large a proportion of production 
costs, 

Industries must not be too sub- 
ject to wide seasonal or cyclical 
fluctuations, 

The plan should meet with em- 
ploye approval before being put 
into effect. 

The board’s survey concluded: 
“Each company must determine 
for itself how far it can go in 
extending protection to its em- 
ployes without endangering its 
finances.”

RULING TO AFFECT 
PORTAL PAY CASES 


DETROIT, Dec. 23 (AP) - 
United States District Judge 
Frank A. Picard, who ruled in 
1942 that = group of CIO workers 
was entitled to pay for time spent 
on company property but not on 
the job, now must make a deci- 
sion that will affect labor unions’ 
claims for millions of dollars in 
“portal-to-portal” pay suits. 


Judge Picard said yesterday the 
original suit involved overtime re- 
quired but not paid for, rather 
than portal-to-portal pay. 

His decision involved the CIO 
United Pottery Workers’ claim 
that the Mount Clemens (Mich.) 
Pottery Co. had required employes 
to be ready to work regularly 
several minutes before their paid 
hours began. The judge held the 
workers were entitled to overtime 
pay, and the Supreme Court up- 
held his ruling. 

However, the Supreme Court 
turned the case back to the De- 
troit judge to determine the spe- 
cific amount the men should re- 
ceive. 

Now, says Judge Picard, “the 
case is back in my lap.” 

“It is up to me to interpret 
what the Supreme Court meant 
by its decision,” he added. “I 
must determine what the men 
are entitled to .” 

He said it would take him two 
or three wecks to make his deci- 
sion. 

Indicating his belief that each 
claim should be treated according 
to individual circumstances, Judge 
Picard outlined the history of the 
Mount Clemens case. 

“Originally the question, accord- 
ing to the union, involved the 
men's starting time,” he explained. 
“They were to start work at 7, 
but had been told on the side to 
come in 14 minutes before. They 
never claimed for time going 
through the turnstile or covering 
company property.” 

In the current suits, the unions 
claim the ruling entitles employes 
to pay for time spent walking to 
their jobs after entering company 
property or in preparing for work.

HUNGARIAN SOCIALISTS LIKELY

BUDAPEST, Dec. 20 (Delayed) 
(AP)—Members of the _ Social 
Democratic party said today that 
the party’s supreme executive was 
expected to inaugurate moves de- 
signed to swing party policies 
away from the rigorous pro-Rus- 
sian line now followed. The So- 
cial Democrats won third place in

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP)—

of floods in the Mississippi valley. 

The ground forces commander

“T have no agreement with Bob 
Taft and I’ve authorized no one 
to negotiate for me,” Bricker 
stated. Friends insisted, however, 
that Bricker now felt any such 
decision should not ,be delayed 
until] after he had been seated in 
the Senate a few months, 


Capito] circles speculated that 
Bricker’s feeling in that respect 
might have been altered by Harol< 
E. Stassen’s recent declaration of 
his intention to seek the 1948 
G.O.P, presidential nomination. 
Both Bricker and Taft have stated 
that neither was a candidate now, 
leaving the door open for definite 
declarations later. 

Bricker stepped aside for Taft 
to make the presidential race in 
1940 and Taft reciprocated four 
years later for Bricker. 


U. S. Budget Near Balance at End 
Of 6 Months; Deficit Likely by July 


Truman Faces Prospect of Needing Extra 


1.9 Billion—Veteran Spending Far 
Above Estimates. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP)— 
Prospects of a substantial year- 
end deficit confronted President 
Truman today in drafting state- 
of-the-Union and budget messages 
for the new Congress, despite a 


near-balance for the first six 
months, 

Senator Taylor (Dem.), Idaho, 
reported “an enormous amount of 
pressure is being exerted upon 
the President to persuade him to 
embody the Republican point of 
view” in the _ state-of-the-Union 
message. Taylor urged Truman 
to resist it and “support and pre- 
serve the gains made for the 
people under three Roosevelt ad- 
ministrations,” regardless of the 
G.O.P. stand. 

Truman Starts Work on Message. 

His statement followed word at 
the White House, as the Chief 
Executive started the work Satur- 
day, that the message would be 
shorter and less specific than the 
21-point program presented to the 
old Congress, 


The budget message, to follow 
that on the state of the Union 
early next month, is expected to 
outline a 37-billion-dollar spending 
program for the fiscal year start- 
ing July 1 and ‘to take another 
look at the situation for this fiscal 
year, 

Government analysts figure on 
a deficit of $1,900,000,000 or more 
for this fiscal year, in which 
spending is budgeted at $41,500,- 

They explained that veterans’ 
expenditures were running far 
above early estimates and might 
top them by as much as a Dillion 
dollars. That would more than 
offset a saving of about $800,000,- 
000 from discontinuance of sub- 
sidy payments in the wake of 
price control, they observed,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (UP)—

liveries of relief and rehabilitation 
supplies in 1947 may amount to 


Truman said delivery of these 
supplies would make it unlikely 
that more than a few liberated 
countries would require grants or 


assistance after UNRRA is liqui- 
dated next year. 

Truman’s report was the ninth 
that has been made to Congress 
about UNRRA’s activities. Con- 
gress, in establishing UNRRA, or- 
dered that a quarterly report be 
made of it. 

Truman sad that by the end of 
the next quarter he thought it 
would be possible to provide a 
clearer picture of the plans for 
liquidation of UNRRA.

Company Fights Union Again. 

In 1940, when some 1600 work- 
ers were on the payroll, the pres- 
ent union leaders organized the 
company. Again, the company de- 
cided to fight. Herbert J. Buchs- 
baum, president of the company, 
who voluntarily supplied the tes- 
timony to the committee, said: “I 
was determined to get rid of them 
all, bring in a new bunch and 
break the strike, just as I had in 
1935.” | 

A few days after the strike was 
called, Buchsbaum was invited to 
lunch by a business acquaintance. 
At the table he met Samuel Lader- 
man, president of the union that 
had organized his shop. He dis- 
covered that Laderman liked the 
opera and good music, just as he 
did. So he invited the union lead- 
er to come to his office the next 
day. ’ 
One of the union men who ac- 
‘|companied Laderman opened the 
meeting by asking Buchsbaum 
why he was opposed to labor un- 
ions.

It happened because fur prices 
skyrocketed when OPA ceilings 
were lifted and would-be buyers 
were scared away.

Some housewives 
felt it wasn’t cold enough for a 
fur coat and some husbands felt 
that maybe it would be better 
not to buy now, with paper profits 
down. 


Furs are not an isolated in- 
stance. In women’s ready-to-wear, 
volume production was attained 
early this year and women 
stocked up. Sales have been slow- 
er for months, and again there 
are price cuts. Even in toys, 
such as dolis, knick-knacks and 
other easy-to-get items, retailers 
are running their January clear- 
ance sales before Christmas, 


The reason is not far to seek. 
You can blame it squarely on 
the economists. For months 
now, their refrain has been: 
“Recession in 1947.” Even the 


because the production of durable 
goods has not yet come close to 
demand, Automobile production 
has reached another new high, 
yet the market for autos is far 
from sated. Ditto for refrigera- 
tors, vacuum cleaners, radios, and 
new homes. 


On the other hand, production 
of apparel and foodstuffs has gone 
on apace. True, shirts, shorts, 
and men's suits are still hard to 
get. And such prices are still gen- 
erally firm. But some of the 
most urgent demand has been 
satisfied. Food prices likewise are 
easier. And the results show up 
in the commodity markets. 


Cotton, corn, and hogs prices 
are down noticeably from their 
tops. Most future prices are sell- 
ing at a sharp discount, which sug- 
gests that speculators don’t think 
present levels will hold up next 
year. Bearing on this, Corn Prod- 
ucts Refining and Penick & Ford 
have just reduced prices on corn 
products. Yet six months ago, 
they couldn’t buy corn! 

Indeed, corn has gone a long 
way toward the level at which 
government support buying comes 
into play. That’s another way o% 
saying that a good part of its re- 
adjustment has already been ac- 
complished. And what is true of 
corn is true to a lesser degree of 
hogs and cotton, as the following

“Truly the Catholic soul of the 
Eternal City is here,” said the 
Pope as he looked down on the 
cheering multitude. 

The Pope recalled other great 
gatherings in St. Peter’s, 

He referred to March 12, 1944, 
when he appealed to both the 
Axis and the Allies to spare Rome, 
as a day when “so many refugees 
and Italian citizens came to seek 
safety and comfort in the words 
of their father and bishop.” 

He also recalled Jyne 6, 1944, 
when Allied troops swept past 
Rome as the date “Rome emerged 
from the war spared.” 

As the faithful gathered for the 
mass celebrated on an improvised | 
jaltar atop St, Peter’s stair, the 
bells of 400 churches _ pealed 
throughout the Eternal City.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

There WAS a war? There STILL IS 
a2 war. The men who were “out there” 
fighting for their homes, and the homes 
of every person in this country, are still 
fighting. 

It isn’t bullets, dirt and all the other 
grimy stuff of a man’s battle. . They’re 
battling now to find one room, two or 
three rooms, any old basement or garage, 
even chicken houses, where they can 
put their families and be alone with 
them. | 

Consider these advertisements that 
you have to read in the course of your 
house-hunting: You can have an apart- 
ment—IF you get me a new car-—-IF 
you pay a year’s rent in advance--IF 
you buy the furniture—and IF you don’t 
have pets or children. What conditions 
did the GI ask for when he was out there 
giving his blood and his life? And since 
when were people born full-grown? 
We're average people. We can't buy a 
house. We don't want and couldn’t pay 
$9750, or about $13,000 all told, for the 
cracker-box houses they are building on 
postage-stamp lots. To buy an older 
house in your income bracket, the ap- 
praisal you get and also the extent of 
your loan are based on a prewap or 
normal level. But the owner won't be 
foolish and sell at the normal price. He 
looks at the price they are asking for 
cracker-box houses and decides that his 
price is fair in comparison. 

I can’t say I have a solution to the 
problem. But when the nation went to 
war, everything moved fast. Buildings, 
factories, airports, ships, all that was 
needed to win a war were built, no dilly 
dally, nothing was spared. We had to 
win a war! Why can’t the same thing 
be done about the housing situation? 
Or isn’t enough homes for the people a 
national emergency?

An American Choice 


The United States’s “favorable” trade balance 
—we are selling other countries more than twice 
as much as we are buying from them—is any- 
thing but favorable, to us or anyone else, as 


Clarke Beach reports in unusually jiluminating | 


dispatches of the AP from Washington, 

We are drying up our markets abroad by im- 
poverishing them. We are doing it, moreover, 
at an appalling rate of speed. In the disastrous 
19 years leading up to the depth of the depres- 
sion in 1933, we took from the rest of the world 
25 billion dollars more than we traded back. In 
1946 ‘alone, we -are taking five billion dollars 
more than we are trading back. That means that 
in a single year we have done one-fifth as much 
harm, in actual dollars, to the world’s trade 
equilibrium, as we did in the accumulation of 19 
years starting in 1914. 

The fact that world trade is a two-way street 
has been pounded honie to Americans. Treasury 
Department experts have said it, and pointed out 
that the International Bank and Monetary Fund 
established at Bretton Woods are premised on a 
healthy equilibrium of trade. As Tom Twitty 
reported in the New York Herald Tribune, they 
“admit that without a long-run balance between 
American imports and exports our foreign trade 
will bog down” regardless of Bank and Fund. 

The Commerce Department has said the same 
thing, and made preparations to scour the coun- 
try for buyers of foreign products. The neces- 
sity for the United States to increase its imports 
has been emphasized by the Brookings Institu- 
tion, the World Trade Foundation of America, 
the Research Committee of the Committee for 
Economic Development, the National Association 
of Manufacturers, the Advertising Council, and a 
private committee of the National Planning As- 
sociation. The last-named group recommended 
an import level of 10 billion dollars, twice the 
current amount. 

This country could restore equilibrium tempo- 
rarily by extending loans to countries with un- 
favorable trade balances, but that is no solution. 
In eight months after the 1918 armistice, we 
had lent three billion dollars to European na- 
tions in the effort to get them back on their 
feet and the sum had grown to 10 billion dollars 
in the ‘30s, but the loans were unequal to the 
task of averting disaster. 

The only real and lasting solution is for us 
to import at least as much as we export and 
preferably more. Export markets we must have, 
for prosperity and full employment at home, but 
when we enjoy them at the expense of creeping 
bankruptcy in other nations we are losing more 
than we are gaining. ¢ 

Unless we will buy more from them, the na- 
tions with the unfavorable balances must sooner 
or later take the decision to buy less from us— 
and that is economic war. British Overseas Sec- 
retary Hilary Marquand has already proposed in 
Parliament that Britain must reduce its imports 
from the United States and other countries to 
which its sales are drastically less than its pur- 
chases. If the United States cannot get along 
with Britain on terms of economic peace, it is 
difficult to figure with what country it can get 
along in that manner. 

‘No other country is as much able as the 


United States to buy more from other nations, . 


for the war-devastated countries must look to a 
favorable trade balance to finance reconstruc- 
tion and get their industrial wheels turning 
again. At the same time, no other country is in 
as good a position as the United States to hog 
the favorable trade balances. 

More than any other decision confronting the 
family of nations today, here is one to be made, 
at bottom, by one nation—the United States. 

Shall disequilibrium in trade balances be per- 
mitted to plunge the world along the headlong 
course to trade war and thence inevitably to in- 
ternational depression and military war? Or are 
the people of the United States, the men and 
women who finance and produce and export and 
consume the goods, big enough to look beyond 
transient and illusory advantages of the imme- 
diate future to real and lasting advantages of 
the long, long future?

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Christmas Amnesty for the Conchies 

Mr. Truman will make an appropriate use of 
presidential authority at the Christmas season by 
the projected release of many of the conscien- 
tious objectors who are still in prison.

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Tax Justice and Sense 

If income taxes are cut 20 per cent, as Rep- 
resentative Harold Knutson proposes, the ef- 
fect will be highly inequitable. As was pointed 
out by a Post-Dispatch Washington correspond- 
ent, it would leave the man with a million-a-year 
income paying smaller taxes than in 1939—but 
woud leave the $5000 family with taxes almost 
10 times as great as those of 1939. 

Since millions of the smallest taxpayers have 
already been struck from the rolls, the Knutson 
plan would lay more of the total tax burden on 
the middle income classes. These.middle brack- 
ets suffered most during the war; they are heav- 
ily squeezed today between rising prices. and 
comparatively inflexible salaries. On this count 


alone, there should be no flat-percentage reduc- , 


tion at this time. . 
- There is another, and still larger, reason 
against any net tax reduction, Now, while na- 


tional dollar income runs far above available 
goods and services, is a perfect time to achieve 
a Federal revenue surplus and reduce the na- 
tional debt. Unless the debt is reduced, it will 
plague us later. Unless fiscal policy works for 
its reduction, prices and wages will soar still 
higher, making the subsequent deflation all the 
more severe. 
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A Transportation Strike? 

St. Louis faces a transportation tieup begin- 
ning New Year’s day because of a wage dispute 
between the Public Service Co. and its employes. 
The present contract contains a compulsory ar- 
bitration provision and a no-strike clause, but 
this contract expires at the end of the year. The 
company has offered wage increases which rep- 
resent, according to a company spokesman “the 
maximum rates which caf be paid,” but the men 
are not satisfied. 

Here is a dispute which seems ideally suited 
for arbitration instead of causing a strike. The 
United States Conciliation Service is working on 
the matter and, if St. Louis had adopted the To- 
ledo plan, it, too, would have been operating to 
prevent a paralysis of the city’s transportation 
system in winter time. 

Whatever the megjts of the men’s demands 
and the company’s offer, labor should have the 
common sense to use restraint. To strike on tle 
eve of the new Congress, which. considers it has 
a mandate from the people to enact legislative 
curbs on labor and particularly to stop tieups 
in essential public services, is to add another 
brand to the flames of rising discontent with un- 
necessary strikes. 

The city had a taste of what utility stoppages 
mean in the recent Union Electric strike. If if is 
to start the New Year with the vast inconven- 
ience of walking or hitchhiking to work, there 
is likely to be little sympathy with those responsi- 
ble for the walkout. The Publjc Service Co. 
would not dare to lock out the men or to in- 
terrupt its service for any reason, The men, too, 
have a responsibility toward the public. 

We have no opinion as to the justice of the 
men’s requests for more pay or as to the fair- 
ness of the company’s offer, but these questions 
should yield to impartial judgment of arbitrators. 
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French Whirlwind in Indo-China 


The insurrection sweeping northern Indo-Chi- 
na is a calamity which the French Government 
has studiously brought upon itself by refusing to 
permit Cochin China, granary and backbone of 
the country, to be incorporated into the newly- 
recognized Viet Nam Republic. 

As the Sudan is the key to Egypt’s ultimate in- 
dependence, and Manchuria is the key to China’s, 
so Cochin China is the economic base on which 
the Viet Nam Republic will rest, or for lack of 
which it will continue economically a French col- 
ony. The rubber, rice, tin and coal of Cochin 
China are the principal sourers of wealth among 
the five old kingdoms of Indo-China. 

The French Government has agreed to a pleb- 
iscite in which Cochin China is to decide wheth- 
er it will join Viet Nam or remain nominally an 
independent r@publiec under French control. But 
it has indefinitely postponed the plebiscite on 
the grounds that Viet Nam bands are raiding 
Cochin China settlements and that ‘as long as 
this condition continues an wninfluenced vote 
cannot be taken. 

It is difficult to see what France has to gain 
by stalling on the plebiscite, or indeed by oppos- 
ing the inclusion of Cochin China in the Viet 
Nam Republic. If the colonial power wishes to 
see Viet Nam succeed, in fact, it is bound to 
espouse just that. 

Contrariwise, France stands to gain by adopt- 
ing an enlightened policy toward Indo-China. 
This colony is a notorious example of colonial 
misrule. - President Roosevelt called it the worst- 
governed colony in the Far East. After 70 years 
of French imperialism, the Indo-Chinese are still 
slave labor working for 40 cents a day and 89 
per cent illiterate. 

Not even the most extreme nationalists among 
the native leaders want immediate independence 
from France, The Indo-Chinese are asking only 
that they be permitted to operate, under French 
tutelage, a republic which will have a chance fo 


succeed eventually as a free state. Is it so much 


to ask? 
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Quarrel Over Osceola 

Gov. Donnelly has taken a strong stand against 
the proposed Osceola flood-control dam, urged 
by Gen, Pick as a part of the Pick-Sloan plan. 
The dam was authorized eight years ago, but Mr. 
Donnelly now asks Congress that no money be 
appropriated for it, and that the authorization 
be withdrawn. According to the Governor, the 
dam would permanently remove 157,000 acres 
from productive use, and construction would re- 
quire relocation of 40 miles of railroad lines, 52 
miles of main highways, 450 miles of local roads 
and parts of 11 towns and villages. | 

Any flood-control plan capable of governing 
the Missouri River entails some sacrifice, but the 
Governor is convinced that the benefits from the 
proposed Osceola dam would not compensate for 
the damage it would cause. The task of Congress 


‘in choosing between the recommendations of 


Gen. Pick and the strong opposition of the Gov- 
ernor is no easy one. Moreover, it is’) going to 
have similarly perplexing problems before it 
from, other areas as the hastily-contrived Pick 
plan interferes with local interests, and as its 
shotgun wedding companion, the Sloan plan, does 
the same. 

We don’t pretend to say that a Missouri Val- 
ley Authority would avert such local disagree- 
ments. Maybe it would also entail as many sacri- 
fices as the Pick-Sloan Plan; nobody knows, for a 
complete study has never been made and no 
truly over-all plan exists. But the public could 
repose more confidence in an over-all agency, 
modeled after the TVA, than in the set of bu- 
reaucratic Government departments now several- 
ly charged with harnessing the Missouri. 

Soil conservation, now wedged in between two 
battling giants, lost in the shuffle both in appro- 
priations and in the drawing-up of plans, would 
be the major program item it should be. Greater 
benefits would offset the sacrifices Missouri and 
other states would have to make, and who knows? 
—in planning by the whole, instead of by pieces, 
the sacrifices too might be lessened.

Chemical combination served Nazi cause on own profits in deals 
with American firths, report says; IG’ Farben forced closing of

From a Forthcoming Report by the Twentieth Century Fund 


The full story of how a gigantic combi- 
nation of German chemical companies, IG 
Farbenindustrie, built up its own power 
and Nazi influence before the war by 
working out restrictive trade agreements 
with leading producers in America, Eng- 
land and other countries. is told in a new 
survey by the Twentieth Century Fund. 


At the outbreak of war, our capacity to 
supply our armed services with needed mu- 
nitions, synthetic rubber and other sup- 
plies was hampered by restrictions that 
had been imposed on American firms by 
IG Farbenindustrie agreements, according 
to this report on “Cartels in Action.” The 
findings, which will cover seven other ma- 
jor industrial fields in addition to the 
chemical industries, are being prepared by 
George W. Stocking and Myron W. Wat- 
kins. 


The report traces the history and ag- 
gressive moves ‘from the time the “Big 
Six” chemical firms of Germany came to- 
gether in 1925 to form the Interessenge- 
meinschaft, Farbenindustrie A. G., which 
literally traislated means “Community of 
Interests, Dyestuffs Industries, Inc.” 


Intimate With the Nazis 


“After the Nazis came to power,” says 
the report, “IG's relationship to the German 
Government became more intimate. ... Its 
patent controls and cartel relationships 
permitted IG to exercise a restrictive influ- 
ence on the American chemical industries 
which was incompatible with American 
economic and political interests.” 


One of the devices used by the cartel 
was to set up a subsidiary company, in 
America which would be jointly owned by 
IG and the American firm. One such sub- 
sidiary was Jasco, established by IG and 
Standard Oil of New Jersey. 


Describing the agreement, as brought 
out in testimony before the Senate Sub- 
committee on Military Affairs in 1945, the 
research directors find that “IG withheld 
essential ‘know-how’ from Jasco and re- 
fused to let it develop Buna rubber in the 
United States.” In a related project “IG 
forced Jasco_to close its Baton Rouge ‘E’ 
plant, the acetylene and acetic acid proj- 
ect.” 


Nitrogen compounds are essential in the 
manufacture of explosives. And “another 
Jasco venture definitely contemplated by 
Standard and IG was the manufacture of 
synthetic ammonia (nitrogen). . .. IG 
vetoed this project.” 


Defense of Standard Oil 


As to the effects of the operations of 
the Jasco subsidiary, the report says, 
“Standard has vigorously denied that its 
contracts with IG have retarded chemical 
developments in the United States. It has 
claimed that under these contracts it ob- 
tained the rights to valuable IG processes 
and developed other processes from them, 
of which American industry would not 
otherwise have had the benefit.” 


After reviewing all operations, the re- 
search staff concludes that ‘‘on the whole 
deal, Standard may or may not have ob- 
tained its money’s worth in purchasing 
from IG patent instruments for control over 
the world petroleum: industry, valuable 
rights to participate in important new 
petroleum-refining developments and pro- 
tection against synthetic motor fuel derived 
from coal, But the American economy ap- 


parently obtained relatively little that it 
would not have obtained without such re- 
straints on trade.” 


Sometimes IG ran into difficulties in its 
efforts to dominate chemical companies in 
other countries. An example cited in the 
research report says that “repeatedly du 
Pont proposed to IG during the '20s that 
they organize a jointly owned company to 
exploit one or another chemical field—in 
particular, dyestuffs and nitrogen. Du Pont 
always insisted, however,on controlling any 
American subsidiaries, and conceded to IG 
control of any German ventures. IG con- 
sistently rebuffed du Pont, holding out for 
at least a 50 per cent share in any joint 
enterprise. 


When IG Met Opposition 


“Despite its edgerness to co-operate with 
IG, du Pqgnt stubbornly refused to make 
such a concession, Consistent refusal by 
du Pont, unlike some other American com- 
panies, to acknowledge IG's pretensions in 
any American venture, apparently pre- 
vented these companies from working out 
a broad, general agreement under which 
they could co-operate as partners in world 
markets.” 


The report points out that IG Farben- 
industrie acquired control of a number of 
large American concerns and eventually 
came into complete ownership of them. For 
example, the original German company for 
the American manufacture of Bayer 
aspirin was turned over after World War I 
to the Sterling Drug Co. In time, how- 
ever, IG gained ownership of the Sterling 
Drug Co, . 

IG likewise got control of the Grasselli 
Dyestuff Corp., which was eventually made 
a part of the General Aniline & Film Corp., 
which owned the photographic firm of 
Agfa-Ansco, Since World War II, all these 
companies have reverted te American own- 
ership. 


Cartel’s Two Objectives 


Aside from direct buying up of American 
companies, the report says, “The second 
method used by IG in returning to the 
American market was to renew and extend 
its cartel agreements with financially inde- 
pendent American chemical manufacturers. 
Without exception they restrict American 
exports and reserve to IG important sectors 
of the world market. IG has apparently 
had two major objectives in making these 
agreements: participation In the American 
market without disturbing its stability or 
losing control of basic ‘know-how’ and 
patent rights, and protecting itself from 
competition in other markets... . 


“Of course, the advantages of these ar- 
rangements were not wholly one-sided. The 
American companies which negotiated them 
frequently obtained from IG techniques 
and ‘know-how’ which gave them opportu- 
nities for growth in new directions and 
sometimes ‘opened doors’ to further techni- 
cal advances. But they obtained these ad- 
vantages at a high price.”

Old New France 


DEEPER THE HERITAGE, by Muriel Elwood. (Charies 
Scribner's Sons, New York.) 

This colorful and romantic novel of Mont- 
real and Eastern Canada in tde early 1700s 
is not only a dramatic and turbulent love- 
story, but also a fine re-creation of daily 
life in Canada while it was still New 
France, 

Essentially, it is the romance of Elise 
de Courville-Boissart, the daughter of one 
of Montreal’s oldest families, and Antoine 
de Brievaux, a young officer of the French 
Navy. When Antoine asked Elise’s father 
for his daughter’s hand, he learned for the 
first time of the deep and tragic mystery 
that surrounded his parentage, a mystery 
that must be solved before he could claim 
Elise for his bride. 

Antoine’s desperate and ultimately suc- 
cessful effort to solve the secret of his 
birth is the major theme. The telling re- 
veals French colonial life as it was lived by 
some of the aristocracy. 

The troubled times that culminated in 
the French and Indian War are the back- 
ground for the story. Montreal was still a 
frontier town, the Iroquois menace had 
abated but might break out at any time; 
and marauding bands of other hostile In- 
dians were still to be reckoned with. 

Then, too, there was the smouldering 
enmity between the French and English 
which at last broke into open warfare. 
Both the Indian raiders and the English 
invaders play their roles in exciting scenes. 

While “Deep the Heritage” is a complete 
novel, it deals with the children of some 
of the leading characters of the author's 
earlier novel, “Heritage of the River.”

This was sheer 
coercion and nothing else, and 
had it worked, it would have set 
the pattern for the other labor 
leaders, Had they tried to be rea- 
sonable, decent, civilized, and to 
consider the general public inter- 
est, they would have been attacked 
as appeasers by Mr. Lewis and the 
tougher unionists. 

Mr. Murray, has on the other 
hand, begun by presenting an ar- 
Zi ment that can be examined and 
debated. The threat of great 
strikes is there in the background, 
to be sure but, at least, there is to 
be a serious attempt to argue and 
persuade. Mr. Murray’s case, as 
presented in the Nathan report, 
is, of course, ex parte. 

It is, quite clearly I think, a 
brief worked up to support a 
client. That is to say the Nathan 
report did not lead to the CIO 
demands; the report was made to 
justify the demands. 


* 


Analysts’ Conclusions. 


But it is an argument and not 
an ultimatum, and that is some- 
thing, indeed a good deal, in a 
time of strife and angry passions. 

The Nathan report was written, 
I strongly suspect, after reading it 
carefully, by men who would have 
preferred not to recommend an- 
other round of wage increases. 

Their analysis called. for quite 
different conclusions, for a high 
degree of conscious “iscal manage- 
ment. But because they believe 
that the country is not ready to 
accept this, they took the view 
that organized wage earners 
should instead get what they can 
for themselves. But the authors 
of the Nathan report virtually ad- 
mit, and almost certainly realize 
it themselves, that labor as a 
whole cannot get anything sub- 
Stantial by their wage demands. 

This comes out at the conclu- 
sion of the report where they say 
that “raising wages without in- 
creasing prices appears (sic) to 
offer the only currently. (sic) pos- 
sible means of bringing about the 
kind of relationship which will 


prices and profits might have 
been achieved, through Govern- 
ment action, have been shattered 
irretrievably. However, business 
men show no signs of exercising 
such self-restraint in their nat- 
ural search for protits as would 
bring about a decline in prices 
except in the face of a sharp re- 
duction in demand.” 


Pessimistic Support. 


Now, if prices cannot be re- 
duced by Government action or 
voluntarily by business men, then 
how are they to be held from in- 
creasing? The authors of this re- 
port saw this question but avoid- 
ed it. What they would answer 
is, I imagine, that either prices 
can’t be raised much more be- 
cause demand at current prices 
may be nearing its limit; or that 
uncontrolled prices will rise -but 
that at least the CIO workers will 
have more money. 

In either case, the authors of 
the report do not profess to be- 
lieve seriously that they can do 
anything about prices. Thus they 
do not argue for the wage de- 
mands w onviction that this 
will right the ‘balance of the na- 
tional economy. They support the 
wage demands pessimistically and 
reluctantly because they expect an 
unbalanced economy and hope 
that their clients will suffer less 
than others. 

The authors of the Nathan re- 
port are quite clearly men 
troubled in their professional and: 
public conscience, For this is no 
conventional demagogic attack on 
profits. They know perfectly well 
that if profits are very large, it is 
not merely the wage earners in 
the mass production industries 
who have a claim upon them in 
the form of higher money wages. 
There are the consumers who 
have paid the high prices, and 
there is the national economy as 
a whole which ought to be en- 
riched by ploughing back the 
profits. 


Debate vs. Strife. 


Because they realize this, they 
do not make their claim for 
wages out of profits a moral issue. 
They know better. They have 
studied too much modern econom- 
ic theory. Their argument is that, 
while these profits ought to be 
reduced by lowering prices, prices 
may not be lowered; that, while 
the remaining profits ought to be 
Sent and re-invested, they will 
not all be spent and re-invested. 

Therefore, there will be an eco- 
nomic imbalance, which higher 
wages would temporarily—though

Floral tributes came from fam- 
ily, friends, political associates and 
such divergent organizations as 
the Women’s Republican Club of 
Georgia and the Ku Klux Klan, 
Thousands of plain, dirt farm- 
ers, sharecroppers, country law- 
yers and rural businessmen—the 
“wool hat boys” of many political 
triumphs—mingled yesterday with 
city folk and state officials in 
tribute at the State Capital. 

A scattering of Negroes moved 
past the body, paying their re- 
spect to the man who won his last 
campaign shouting for “white su- 
premacy” at the polls. 


Question of Successor Will Go 
Into the Courts. 
ATLANTA, Dec, 23 (AP)—The 
unprecedented death of a gover- 
nor-elect has thrown Georgia into 
another political fight which will 
go into the courts for final deci- 
sion. 
The showdown will come Jan. 
13, when the new General Assem- 
bly convenes. It was to declare 
Eugene Talmadge governor, but 
death last Saturday removed him. 
Never before has a Georgian 
died between the time of election 
and taking office as governor, The 
new Constitution provides that the 
lieutenant-governor should succeed 
in the event of the governor's 
death. However, it is vague on 
what happens should death occur 
before inauguration. 
Some argue that the Legislature 
can choose between the two receiv- 
ing the highest write-in vote— 
which they agree would be be- 
tween Herman Talmadge, son of 
Eugene Talmadge and his cam- 
paign manager, and James V, Car- 
michael, whom Talmadge defeated 
in the Democratic primary. The 
ballots are sealed and the count 
won’t be known until the Legis- 
lature meets. Carmichael has an- 
nounced he would not serve even 
if elected. 
Authoritative sources claim Gov. 
Ellis Arnall, bitter foe of Tal- 
madge, who is barred from a sec- 
ond successive term by the Con- 
stitution, will hold office until the 
courts decide the issue.

CHANCELLOR COMPTON 
RETURNS FROM PARIS 


Says He Thinks Russians 
Will Join UNESCO in 
Near Future. 


Russian participation in the 
United Nations Educational, Scien- 
tific and Cultural Organization, 
in the near future, was predicted 
by Chancellor Arthur H. Compton 
of Washington University today on 
his return here from Paris. He 
was an American delegate at a 
U.N.E.S.C.O, session. Russia was 
the only major nation not partici- 
pating in the meeting. 

“It was the general feeling 
around Paris,” Chancellor Comp- 
ton said, “that the Russians were 
just waiting to see what 
U.N.E.S.C.O, policies would be, to 
be sure it was not an intellectual 
anti-Russian combine, 

“Russia was well represented, 
both by Yugoslavian delegates, 
who voiced the Russian point of 
view, and by unofficial observers. 
I feel we made progress toward 
a policy that is not anti-Russian, 
and that Russia, consequently, will 
come in.” 

Good Start for U.N.E.S.C.O. 

In a general way, he said, 
U.N.E.S.C.0O. “got off .to a good 
start, taking a positive step to- 
ward peace. The nations repre- 


sented have real hope that some- 
thing can be accomplished and are 
committed to a co-operative ef- 
fort in the field of education and 
knowledge.” In such an effort, he 
said it is “highly desirable” that 
Russia join, although “we will go 
on without her if she stays out.” 

U.N.E.S.C.O., he said, can be of 
real assistance in resolving intel- 
lectual differences between Russia 
and the United States. These dif- 
ferences, he said, are more ex- 
treme between the American Mid- 
west and central Russia than be- 
tween any other two areas of the 
world. These two areas represent 
the opposite polls of thought, he 
said, regarding individualism vs. 
collectivism, Christianity vs, 
Marxism and “the American way 
of life vs. the Russian way of 
life.” 

“Only the free flow of 
across the _ intervening 
Chancellor Compton said, “can 
overcome these differences. It is 
important that our ideas penetrate 
Russia, if possible, or at least 
reach the states bordering Russia. 

“Conversely, it is precisely as 
important that Russian _ ideas 
penetrate this nation. Misunder- 
standings arise out of colored in- 
terpretations of ideas.”

These, Dennis ex-

Point No. 11 in the party line 
proposes the criminal-prosecution 
of .the major steel, munitions, 
chemicals, fuel, food, automotive 
and transport corporations and 
their managements on general 
charges of wartime profiteering. 

Point No. 12 proposes universal 
and immediate disarmament, re- 
duction of American national de- 
fense expenditures to prewar lev- 
els and prohibition of the manu- 
facture and stockpiling of the 
atomic bomb. Dennis also would 
have the Government seize the 
“armaments industry,” although 
he did not define it. 

Point No. 13 on foreign policy 
demands withdrawal of American 
troops from China and the Philip- 
pines and a diplomatic and eco- 
nomic break with Franco Spain. 
It seeks withholding of economic 
assistance of any kind from the 
Chinese government of Chiang 
Kai-shek, abolition of the British- 
American joint chiefs of staff and 
defeat of the proposed  Inter- 
American Military Defense Act. 

The Inter-American defense plan 
is urged by the State, War and 
Navy Departments. It would per- 
mit the Army and Navy, on order 
of the State Department, to sell 
arms to Canada and the Latin 
American nations. It would not 
increase the armament of any 
western hemisphere nation. Any 
such buyer would scrap or trade 
in existing equipment for new 
United States equipment. The 
idea is to have our neighbors us- 
ing the same kind of equipment 
we use. Government officials ex- 
plain that if we fail to make our 
types available, our neighbors will 
simply turn to other sources of 
supply. 

On foreign loans and UNRRA 
aid, the Communists want us to 
lend at low interest rates and to 
give generously in relief supplies 
to any needy government any- 
where—regardless of its attitude 
toward the United Sates, 

With respect to armany and 
Japan, the Communist party line 
calls for fulfillment of the Pots- 
dam, Moscow and Tehran agree- 
ments, 

It is a matter of record that 
American officials attribute much 
of the delay in difficulty in solv- 
ing the German problem to the So- 
viet Union’s failure to conform to 
the Potsdam agreement, 


ACTOR JOHN BARTON DIES: 
JEETER LESTER’ 2016 TIMES 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23 (AP) — 
John Barton, who appeared 2016 
times as Jeeter Lester in the road 
company of “Tobacco Road,” died 
today at French Hospital, where 
he had been a patient for a weck 
suffering from heart disease. He 
was 69 years old. 

Barton, an actor seen at one 
time or another in almost every 
small and large town in the Unit- 
ed States and England, made vir- 
tually a lifetime career of two 
theatrical vehicles. One was his 
vaudeville act, “Canal Boat Sue,” 
and the other was in the leading 
role of “Tobacco Road.” 

James Barton, now playing the 
leading role in Eugene O’Neill’s 
play, “The Iceman Cometh,” is a 
nephew of John Barton and it 
was he who persuaded his uncle 
to abandon his vaudeville act and 
take the role of Jeeter in the road 
company. James Barton, at that 
time, was playing the role of 
Jeeter in the Broadway produc- 
tion. 

John Barton took over the road 
company role of Jeeter Lester in 
1987 and for the next several years 
he played this touring company 
of “Tobacco Road” in almost all 
of the 48 states, including Geor- 
gia, where tobacco country share- 
croppers came to see this play 
about their lives, 
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Barton played Jeeter Lester in 
10 engagements in St. Louis at 
the American Theater, for a total 
of 15 weeks. His last appearance 
here was the week of last Oct. 27.

Another illustration is that of 
the Danube. In the treaties we 
have provided for freedom of navi- 
gation on this great waterway of 
vital international importance, a 
channel of trade to many coun- 
tries, and, if used aright, a source 

great health-giving trade devel- 
opment for the whole territory. 

“One other illustration—the Ty- 
rei. There again we have prevent- 
eG, I believe, an Irridentist move- 
ment by promoting an agreement 
between Italy and Austria, which 
should be of benefit to the whole 
of.the Alpine powers. 

My policy is to work to create 
eonditions in which the different 
races can co-operate and which 
will reflect themselves in the hap- 
Pimess and freedom of the people. 
Im-every discussion I keep before 
mie the thought—can I turn this 
to the economic benefit and pros- 


urge the people of Europe to help 
by taking a broad view. 
Yugoslavia has a great task of 
economic reconstruction ahead, 
and will, I believe, co-operate to 


never again be a menace to the 
Allied powers. 

The Moscow conference will 
also deal with the problem of 
what occupation forces should re- 


main in Germany and how the 
civil government there can gradu- 
ally be built up. At Moscow we 
shall also discuss Austria, which 
was overrun by Hitler and which 
has been recreated. We shall at- 
tempt to finalize her position by a 
new treaty. When you see the 
agenda for this conference you 
will understand the enormous 
amount of preparatory work that 
has to precede the conference and 
the enormous amount of work to 
be done in Moscow. 

Throughout all of these nego- 
tiations my colleagues and I have 
been striving to find an approx- 
imation of ideas between the 


Great Powers themselves. It is 
true we represent different eco- 
nomic systems. 

America, a country of free en- 
terprise, has shown a willingness 


the fullest possible extent. 

Ital}, injured as she is by the 
war, can be sure of the help of) 
the rest of us. She must herself | 
provide will and leadership on the, 
part of her own democratic lead- 
ers, If this is done, she will soon 
get. on her political and economic 
eg4. 

And the Balkan countries may 
be assured that if they desire’ 
trade, they can have it. That is 
why I am giad our treaties pro-' 
vided for no discrimination. 

The other task with which we 
have no grapple is the future 
of Germany. Great difficulties 
have arisen, but we have made a 
practical beginning towards 
their solution by fusing the 
British and American zones, on 
the clear understanding that the 
other zones will be welcome to 
join if they wish. We are shar- 
ing the cost of this fusing be- 
tween the United States and 
ourselves. We are pooling tech- 
mical resources and skill. We 
shall create conditions which 
will allow the German to regain 
his self respect. 

But I warn the country that 
this will take time. Hitler so 
Grilled his le that it will 
take at least a generation to get 
things right. Education, wrong- 
ly used, has a disastrous effect 
on peace making. We are up 
against this problem continuous- 
hy.

The war left two great powers 
preponderant—the United States 
of America and Soviet Russia, 
Great Britain lies midway in 
geography and way of life.

As examples of what we have 
done: Ours were first drafts of 
the treaties; and apart from the 
work of peacemaking and the 
shaping of the United Nations 
organization, we have been pur- 
suing our pacificatory and mod- 
ernizing course in those parts of 
the world not directly affected 
by the Council of Foreign Minis- 
ters or by the United Nations or-

ests or influence,

A Chance to 
Learn, Grow

OME time after a child is 12 
years old and before he is 16, 
he announces what he wants 
to do when he is grown up and 
on his own and the announcement 
sometimes staggers his parents, 
sometimes angers them, even 
frightens them, Unless the child's 
wish is one that would put him 
outside the law of God and man 
he should be allowed to see what 
he can .do about it. 

When, for example, he says he 
is going to be a drummer, this at 
the age of 13, agree that he drum. 
It is wise to arrange that he prac- 
tice in an unused barn or in the 
music room in school, but let him 
try. The same thing holds good 
when he selects the stage, the 
sea, the air, the creative arts, 
fields that are dangerous some- 
times, fields that offer but a pre- 
carious living at best, Let them 
study and practice toward their 
goal, and don’t worry too much 
about the end of the road.

AT THIS AGE, boys and girls 
begin to feel their way toward 
independence and usefulness. All 
sorts of drives, feelings, impulses 
pass through their minds, Some 
are gone in a flash never to re- 
turn, some linger oa awhile and 
trouble the child, press him to re- 
lease them in some activity. That 
expression frees the child of pres- 
sure and adds to his power. The 
fact that he works like a dog 
building a boat and when it is 
nearly finished wants to forget it, 
is not too important... The impot- 
tant thing is that he was allowed 
to see this expression of activity 
through, He should be helped 
over the hard places, helped to 
complete his undertaking, not for 
the sake of his product, but for 
the sake of his growth, Every 
idea brought to creative produc- 
tion adds power to the child's 
body and mind and so is valuable.

WE ARE NOT trying to make 


carpenters, weavers, artists, metal 


workers of children in junior 
high school. We are trying to 
make well rounded, intelligent, 
useful human beings who will find 
what they are fitted for and train 
for thai field and not enter the 
higher schools in a confused state 
of mind, spend four years study- 
ing things that they are not fitted 
for and ending up with nor place 
to go and the spent years behind 
them. Allow children to explore 
themselves, to discover what is in 
them. Encourage them to try what 
they feel they can do and don’t 
tell a twelve or thirteen-year-old 
boy or girl that they are wasting 
their lives because they want to be 
actors, movie stars, astronomers, 
collectors and the like. They may 
become one of these, most likely 
not. But give them a chance to 
try, to learn, to grow, Train them 
to keep working toward some goal 
and in time they will arrive. The 
one who wanted to be a drummer 
may be a surgeon, or a carpenter. 
If he is a good one, why not? 


Shoestring Potatoes 

Three very long potatoes, fat, 
salt. 

Pare and cut the potatoes in 
very fine long strips. Soak for one 
hour in cold waten to cover, Drain 
and dry. Heat oh frying kettle 
to 375 degrees. Put a layer of po- 
tatoes in frying basket, lower 
carefully into fat and cook until 
tender. Drain on soft paper and 
continue until all potatoes are 
fried. Heat fat to 395 degrees and 
place potatoes in basket and cook 
until crisp and brown, keeping 
basket in motion, Drain and sprin- 
kle with salt. 


Butterscotch Brownies. 


Sift all purpose flour, measure 
seven-eights cup and resift three 
times with one-quarter teaspoon 
baking powder and three-eighths 
teaspoon salt. Cream one-third to 
one-half cup butter, add three- 
quarters cup brown sugar, firmly 
packed and blend thoroughly. Stir 
in two well beaten eggs and one- 
half teaspoon vanilla, Stir in 
sifted dry ingredients, then add 
one cup walnuts, chopped. Spread 
batter into a greased pan (11 x 
7 x 1% inches), Bake in a mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees Fahren- 
heit) for 25 minutes. Cool, cut in 
squares, Dust with powdered 
sugar. Makes 24 squares.

NEW YORK, Sunday. 
SAID something the other day 
about placing a floor under the 
salaries paid throughout the 
country to our teachers. I was 


thinking in terms of elementary, 


grade school and high school edu- 
cation, particularly in rural areas. 
I have been shocked, however, to 
read of the difficulties in which 
our college teachers find them- 
selves in New York State, which 
is supposed to have guch a very 
high educational standard. 

To be sure, as a state we have 
lagged far behind in providing free 
educational opportunities on the 
college and graduate school level. 
To discover, however, that the 
rapid rise in the cost of living, 
with no compensating rise in sal- 
ary, has forced many of our col- 
lege teachers to supplement their 
salaries by doing manual labor in 
what should be hours of leisure, 
is a really shocking commentary 
on the value which we put on our 
children’s education. 

+ 
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IN NEW YORK CITY, during 
the last normal year bcfore the 
war—October 1940 to October 1941 
—there were 31 resignations. I am 
told, from the regular teaching 
staffs of the four municipal col- 
leges and 27 resignations from the 
clerical staff. On the other hand, 
from October 1945 to October 1946 
there have been 94 resignations 
from the teaching staffs of the 
four colleges and 122 resignations 
from the clerical staffs. If the 
number of students had remained 
approximately the same, or had 
decreased, this would not be seri- 
ous; but because of returning vet- 
erans and the normal increase in 
students, there is a great rise in 
enrollment. 


The state sets the salary sched- 
ules, but it gives only a nominal 
amount to higher education; and 
perhaps here is where increased 
aid to the board of higher educa- 
tion would make possible the nec- 
essary adjustment, Few people 
realize that more than half of the 
permanent teachers in our city 
colleges have only about $300 a 
month in take-home pay. In 
Queens College, this is true of 75 
per cent of its staff. For tempo- 
rary teachers, the pay is often less 
than $200 a month, and most cler- 
ical employes receive less than 
$2000 a year. 


s + ? 

USUALLY, in jobs which are 
connected in some way with the 
government, the advantages held 
out are greater stability and secur- 
ity in the job, pensions for old age 
and more liberal vacation periods. 
But if you have to do outside tu- 
toring or some other kind of out- 
side work to make ends meet, that 
cuts out your holidays; and it is 
also quite evident that many 
teachers today, particularly those 
who marry and have children, are 
obliged to skimp on dental and 
medical care as well as on hous- 
ing, clothing, furniture and even 
food. 

Even the most timid who long 
for security may be forced to re- 
sign and try to find some occupa- 
tion which meets the needs of the 
moment a little more adequately. 
When you realize that every col- 
lege teacher must have many 
years of preparation for his work, 
you wonder a little how our state 
and city officials expect to hold 
any of their good teachers, What 
is to happen to the opportunities 
offered to our children in the field 
of free, higher education?

Beat three whole eggs and one 
yolk until very thick and light 
in color, Add three and one-half 
tablespoons sugar, beating in 
thoroughly. Stir in milk, cream, 
vanilla, salt and rum and pour 
the mixture into glasses. Beat re- 
maining egg white until almost

stiff, add remaining sugar and 
beat until stiff. Top each glass of 
eggnog with a spoonful of mer- 
ingue, sprinkle with freshly grated 
nutmeg if desired and serve im- 
mediately. Four to five servings. 


Mulled Cider. 


One quart sweet apple cider, 
eight whole allspice, eight whole 
cloves, one stick cinnamon, if de- 
sired, few grains salt, one-fourth 
cup brown sugar, firmly packed. 

Put cider into saucepan, add the 
spices, salt and sugar and cover; 
heat very slowly to the boiling 
point. Heat should be so low that 
it takes the cider about half an 
hour to come to a boil. Remove 
from heat, strain and serve steam- 
ing hot.

CHICAGO, Dec. 23 (AP) — The 
CIO United Packinghouse Work- 
ers today announced signing of a 
new contract with John Morrell

Springerlie 


Two cups sugar, sifted, four 
eggs, separated, one cube ammoni- 
um carbonate, 20 drops oil of 
anise, one teaspoon grated lemon 
rind, four cups sifted all-purpose 
flour, anise seeds, 

Stir sugar into beaten egg yolks. 
Beat whites until stiff, add to egg 

olks and sugar and stir vigorous- 
y for 10 minutes either by hand 
or on an electric mixer, using slow 
speed. Crush ammonium carbonate 
thoroughly and add to mixture, 
along With anise oil and lemon 
rind. Add flour in several por- 
tions, combining well. Chill dough. 
Divide into three or four portions; 
turn one out onto floured board 
and place others in refrigerator, 
Roll out one-fourth inch thick, 

Dust springerlie board with 
flour, by tying flour into a twist 
of cheesecloth and atriking it 
lightly against the board. Stamp 
sheet of dough firmly with the 
floured springerlie board, Cut 
cookies apart between designs, 
transfer them to a lightly floured 
board or cookie sheet, cover with 
a d towel and let stand over- 
night. When ready to bake, brush 
flour from dried surface with a 
camel hair brush and rub under- 
side carefully with cold water. 
Place cookies on a buttered baking 
sheet sprinkled lightly with anise 
seeds, Bake in a,slow oven (275 
degrees F.) until cookies are a 
— straw color, about 40 min- 
utes, 

Cool on baking sheet; then store 
in covered jar or box. Springerlie 
may be eaten immediately, but 
they improve with age, They are 
a hard cookie. Makes about six to 
eight dozen cookies, depending on 
size and thickness, 

Note: Carved rolling pins for 
stamping springerlie are also 
available, but are seldom as satis- 
factory as the flat boards, of 
which the best are hand carved.

ATHARINE HEPBURN ‘is

She likes to commute between 
the stage and the screen, believ- 
ing both mediums valuable.

It may appear that North was 
somewhat inconsistent in bidding 
only six diamonds, which might 
well have been the final contract, 
and then allowing himself to be 
pushed to the grand siam by 
West's sacrifice six-spade bid, The 
fact was, however, that North was 
not “pushed” as he explained later, 
he had felt that a grand slam was 
in the cards from the moment he 
heard South bid four diamonds 
freely, and he (North) had adopted 
his method of bidding only be- 
cause it seemed likely that the op- 
ponents would not permit a seven- 
diamond contract to stand unless 
North acted as though he were 
being pushed. For that matter, 
North explained further, it had 
seemed inconceivable that the non- 
vulnerable opponents would fail 
to sacrifice against either six or 
seven diamonds; hence, there was 
no point in North’s doubling six 
spades when, by every sign, it ap- 
peared certain that he would have 
as good an opportunity to double 
seven spades! 

All this, of course, was based on 
the not unreasonable assumption 
that South, who lacked the three 
top honors in his own suit, could 
not have found a free bid over 
three spades without at least the 
ace, possibly both ace and king, 
of hearts in his hand. Thus, the 
only risk North thought he was 
running in bidding seven dia- 
monds was the unlikely possibil- 
ity that South had three low clubs, 

The plain fact is that South, 
despite his seven-card suit, had 
nothing like a free bid over three 
spades.

investigation led to the charges 
against Monjar and the-other of- 
ficers,

to defraud and violation of the Se-| 
curities Act of 1933, and Monjar’s' 
wife and seven others were con- 
victed of-eonspiracy in a trial at 
Wilmington, Del., in 1943. Monjar 
was sentenced to five years in 
prison and fined $49,000 and the 
others received lesser penalties, 
Called “Racket” by Court. 
The organization was termed “a 
smug, sanctimonious racket” by 
the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals at Philadelphia in uphold- 
ing the convictions, later upheld 
by the Supreme Court. At the 
trial, the Government alleged that 
a total of $7,666,631 had been taken 
in from members for initiation 
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fees and dues, sales of a magazine 
and books written by Monjar, pay- 
ments for costumes and personal 
loans to Monjar. 

It was the personal loans, which 
totaled $1,300,000, which led to the 
federal charges. The loans were 
unsecured and Monjar was “ac- 
cused of converting most of the 
money to his own use. 

The Government had difficulty 


_getting some witnesses to testify 


regarding their dealings with Mon- 
jar because of the great personal 
influence he continued to exert 
over them. That influence appar- 


ently still is strong, for Bartell . 


spoke of Monjar to the reporter 
almost with reverence. He assert- 
ed that the trial was a fantastic 
miscarriage of justice. 

Bartell remarked sarcastically 
that he was “one of the victims.” 
Bartell Defends Loans, 

“T lent Mr. Monjar money, but 
only because he wouldn’t let me 
give it to him,” Bartell said.

Neurosurgeons at City Sanita- 
rium have had moderate success 
in treating some cases of insanity 
with a brain operation, it was 
disclosed today. Because of the 
danger of the operation, it has 
been tried only with patients be- 
lieved otherwise incurable. 

A total of 205 such operations 
have been performed on 179 pa- 
tients in the last five years at
